Region will 
take appeal 
higher: Cape 
Breton mayor 

lawsuit Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality May¬ 
or John Morgan said he is 
disappointed but not 
discouraged and pledged to 
appeal the municipality’s 
lawsuit against the 
province to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

Morgan made the decla¬ 
ration Friday, after the No¬ 
va Scotia Court of Appeal 
dismissed CBRM’s appeal 
of a previous decision to 
throw out the lawsuit by 
Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court Justice John Murphy 
last year. 

“Obviously, we would 
have preferred that the fi¬ 
nal outcome be different, 
but if you examine the de¬ 
cision closely, there are 
some very significant ele¬ 
ments of it that in fact 
help the overall effort,” 
Morgan said. 

The CBRM lawsuit argues 
that Section 36 of the Con¬ 
stitution has been breached 
by the province because it 
hasn’t provided a compara¬ 
ble level of services based 
on comparable tax rates. 

Morgan said he was 
heartened by the appeal 
court’s finding that there 
may be cases where the sec¬ 
tion is justifiable, or subject 
to trial in a court of law. 

“That’s not what many 
people who opposed our lit¬ 
igation have said in the 
past,” Morgan said.

Premier wants HRM review 

NDP leader Dexter questions timing and reasons

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald wants to look into the 
merger that created the 
Halifax Regional 
Municipality. 

The 1996 amalgamation 
has long been a source of 
controversy for many peo¬ 
ple. MacDonald said he 
wants to put that to rest 
one way or the other. 

“I’ve heard concerns 
from citizens in the rural 
parts of HRM and also the 


downtown 
core area 
who have 
expressed 
their con¬ 
cerns,” he 
said at a 
news con¬ 
ference Sat¬ 
urday. 

“I believe 
it’s time to end the debate. 
In that way we’re going to 
move forward with a re¬ 
view by an independent 
agency.” 

MacDonald said the cost 
of the review isn’t yet 


known but he expects it to 
be under $100,000. 

The premier said the re¬ 
view was not reflective of 
the current council or May¬ 
or Peter Kelly. He said citi¬ 
zens have raised concerns 
about inadequate repre¬ 
sentation and loss of com¬ 
munity. 

MacDonald didn’t offer 
his own views on whether 
HRM should be broken up, 
saying “I don’t want to get 
ahead of the review 
process.” 

But NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter questioned why the 


review is being announced 
now, 13 years after amalga¬ 
mation and 10 years after 
the Tories first came to 
power. 

Dexter said MacDonald 
needs to lay out exactly 
what he wants the review 
to accomplish. 

“My view of it is it’s an 
expensive process to go 
through to cause a lot of 
uncertainty with a lot of 
people. If there are going 
to be changes we need to 
know exactly what the cri¬ 
teria are for those 
changes,” he said.

Historic Halifax Rifles regiment returns to service

The Halifax Rifles will 
march again and 17-year- 
old Justin Plante, the first 
new recruit to sign up for 
the historic army reserve 
unit, can’t wait to lace up 
his boots. 

The Eastern Passage boy 
was enrolled into the regi¬ 
ment at an event full of 
pomp and circumstance 
yesterday at the Halifax Ar¬ 
moury on Cunard Street, 


held to recognize the return 
to service of the Halifax Ri¬ 
fles, which began as a vol¬ 
unteer battalion in 1860 but 
became inactive by 1965. 

“There are two things this 
young man is going to learn 
off the bat: Personal groom¬ 
ing and good posture,” Maj. 
James Price, 72, of 
Bridgetown quipped follow¬ 
ing the formal ceremony. 
“He’s already learned to 
shine his boots... so he’s off 
to a good start.” 

On a more serious note, 
the member of the Halifax 


Rifles Armoury Association 
said the young man is 
“making history.” 

“I guess I should feel im¬ 
portant, but right now I’m 
hungry,” the typical teenag¬ 
er said before diving into 
some finger foods. But 
Justin admitted that being a 
part of the Halifax Rifles 
will be an important step 
on his road toward becom¬ 
ing a combat engineer for 
the military. 

National Defence Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay told the 
gathered crowd that the 


Halifax Rifles are hoping to 
have 130 young men and 
women join its ranks. He 
said reservists represent 
“over 20 per cent of the ro¬ 
tations that are taking place 
in Afghanistan today.” 

MacKay said the Halifax 
Rifles’ return is part of Ot¬ 
tawa’s commitment to im¬ 
proving and expanding its 
military. 

The unit will serve as a 
light armoured reconnais¬ 
sance regiment and will be 
led by commanding officer 
Maj. Shane Gallant.

Dexter instead propos¬ 
es a deductible large 
enough to weed out 
minor claims because on¬ 
ly those with major 
injuries would pursue 
that route. He said this 
would have the same ef¬ 
fect as the current cap. 

Tory candidate George 
Jordan said the NDP was 
picking a fight with the 
insurance industry, 
which could lead to rates 
going back up. He said 
cases should be dealt 
with on an individual 
basis. 

“If it’s not broken don’t 
try to fix it,” said Jordan. 
“(People with serious in¬ 
juries) need to be dealt 
with individually. Don’t 
overhaul whole system.” 
employment Nova Scotia 
lost 4,100 jobs in April ac¬ 
cording to Statistics Cana¬ 
da.

Massive Cape Breton drug 
bust nets 53 arrests: Police 


crime Police say Cape Bre¬ 
ton just got a whole lot 
safer after a series of dra¬ 
matic, co-ordinated raids 
resulted in dozens of ar¬ 
rests Friday. 

Chief Myles Burke of the 
Cape Breton Regional Po¬ 
lice Service announced at a 
press conference 53 people 
will be arrested for drug-re¬ 
lated offences, marking 
the conclusion of a five- 
month investigation called 
Operation Nightrider. The 
bust is believed to be one 
of the largest street-level 
drug operations ever con¬ 
ducted in Cape Breton. 

“This operation has led 
to a number of arrests and 
search warrants in the 
Glace Bay area, New Water¬ 
ford, Sydney, North Syd¬ 
ney, Sydney Mines, Mem- 


bertou and other commu¬ 
nities outside the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the CBRM,” Burke 
said. “The accused in the 
investigation include 45 
males and eight females, 
ranging in age from 17 to 
58 years of age.” 

Burke said 80 police offi¬ 
cers, assisted by staff from 
a number of agencies 
throughout the province, 
were involved. 

Drugs seized include 
marijuana, hash oil, co¬ 
caine, crack cocaine, ecsta¬ 
sy and prescription med¬ 
ication including oxy¬ 
codone, Percocet, Dilaudid, 
morphine, hydromorphine 
and Valium. 

Burke estimated that 
about $100,000 in drugs 
were purchased at street

Shootout at party sends six to hospital

• The flu popped up in 
Australia and has been 
confirmed in more than 
2,000 Americans, but 
health officials said Satur¬ 
day the true number of 
cases was underestimat¬ 
ed.

U.S. will not 
halt air strikes 


The United States said 
yesterday it would not 
halt air strikes in 
Afghanistan as demand¬ 
ed by President Hamid 
Karzai after civilian 
deaths. 

The U.S. military ac¬ 
knowledged on Saturday 
that the air strikes in 
western Afghanistan last 
week that struck crowded 
homes in two villages in 
Farah province had killed 
civilians. Karzai put the 
death toll at up to 130 
people. 

If confirmed, it would 
be the biggest such case 
of western forces killing 
civilians since they invad¬ 
ed in 2001. 

Chanting “Death to 
America,” hundreds of 
Kabul university students 
marched in protest 
against the killings. 

“We’re going to take a 
look at trying to make 
sure that we correct those 
things we can correct, but 
certainly to tie the hands 
of our commanders and 
say we’re not going to 
conduct air strikes, it

• The U.S. military denied 
yesterday it had used the in¬ 
cendiary chemical white 
phosphorus in a battle that 
killed civilians in 
Afghanistan last week, after 
a rights group said it was in¬ 
vestigating suspicious 
burns on victims.

At least 15 other people 
were killed when a mortar 
struck a local mosque, wit¬ 
nesses said. 

“I can see 15 bodies of 
people killed after a mor¬ 
tar hit a mosque,” witness 
Hass an Abdulle told 
Reuters by telephone.

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s popularity in Arab 
countries far outstrips that 
of the United States, sug¬ 
gesting he could be able to 
boost goodwill in the region 
toward his country, a survey 
showed yesterday 

Obama, set to give a ma¬ 
jor speech to the Muslim 
world in Egypt next month, 
“currently enjoys wide¬ 
spread optimism among cit¬ 
izens of that region that he 
will have a positive effect on 
their own country, the Mid¬ 
dle East, the United States 
and indeed the world,” the 
polling outfit Ipsos said. 

Ipsos said its poll, con¬ 
ducted in March, involved 
7,000 adults in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates, Kuwait, Lebanon, 
Egypt and Jordan.

Pests be gone — naturally 



hile watch¬ 
ing TV re¬ 
cently we 
noticed 
ants are 
now marching two by two 
across the floor. The occa¬ 
sional ant or insect doesn’t 
much faze us, it’s part of 
life. Halcuna matata. But 
we are now entering bug 
season and we’d like to 
stop them before they car¬ 
ry off the remote control. 
Then we’d be in a fix! 

The problem is that with 
a new baby spending tum¬ 
my time on the floor, we 
need to be a bit more care¬ 
ful about what we use to 
control the bugs. 

Many of you would also 
prefer not to use poisons 
where you can help it. So 
with bug season underway, 
we thought it might be a 
good time for a pest issue. 


A common method of 
control in the house is the 
ant trap, the idea being 
that ants find the bait, car¬ 
ry the poison back to the 
nest, destroying the 
colony. A bit more targeted 
than spraying an insecti¬ 
cide, but still a poison you 
may not want in your 
house. Plus, it’s a bit off- 
putting when you see an 
ant trap. 

Another route for con¬ 
trolling ants is disrupting 
their trails. As ants forage, 
they leave a scent trail 
that others from the 


colony can follow to good 
food sources, like your 
corn flakes. Using some¬ 
thing like oil soap on 
wood can disrupt the trail, 
although this will be an 
ongoing battle as new 
scouts rediscover your 
breakfast stash. 

There are many products 
available that have plant 
oils as active ingredients. 
The most common are 
products that use cedar or 
juniper oils, but there are 
many other plant oils in 
use. These oils not only dis¬ 
rupt scent trails, but they 


actively repel many insects 
including cockroaches, 
mites, silverfish, spiders, 
and ants. The active deter¬ 
rents mean you may not 
need to use these as often. 

Insects, like the rest of 
us, are responsive to chem¬ 
ical cues from would-be 
mates. We’ve probably all 
been a bit confused by 
someone’s perfume or 
cologne, possibly con¬ 
tributing to regrettable de¬ 
cisions. And we’re a bit 
more intellectually sophis¬ 
ticated than cockroaches. 
A number of products use 


that confusion against in¬ 
sect pests, luring them into 
traps with pheromones 
usually secreted during 
mating. Look for glue traps 
that incorporate phero¬ 
mones for household 
pests, but remember that 
these will be very specific. 
A trap designed for silver- 
fish is not going to work on 
your ants or roaches. 

Another strategy uses 
other hormones (not 
pheromones) to disrupt life 
cycles of specific pests. 
These insect growth regu¬ 
lators often prevent molt¬ 
ing or other developmental 
processes in insects, pre¬ 
venting them from grow¬ 
ing and reaching reproduc¬ 
tive maturity. These are in¬ 
sect hormones, not poi¬ 
sons, and will not pose a 
risk to you, your toddler, or 
even your dog since shed¬ 
ding is not technically 
molting. Look for products 
containing Nylar, Precor or 
Methoprene. 

We have to 
run now since the ants are 
making off with the good 
silver.

U.S. to keep Bush 
polar bear plan 

habitat The Obama admin¬ 
istration said Friday it will 
keep a Bush-era rule that 
weakens protection for po¬ 
lar bears’ icy habitat and 
plays down links between 
the threatened status of the 
species and climate change.

But 
that did not mollify 
environmental groups that 
opposed the mle. 

Environmental groups 
decried the 

administration’s decision. 

“Failing to rescind this 
mle continues the Bush 
legacy of ignoring global 
warming science and block¬ 
ing any meaningful action 
to protect the polar bear,” 
Melanie Duchin of Green¬ 
peace said.

An increase in self- 
employment allowed 
Canada’s economy to get 
an unexpected break in 
April from the punishing 
job losses that have pum¬ 
melled it since last fall. 

The economy created 
36,000 net positions last 
month, leaving the unem¬ 
ployment rate unchanged 
at eight per cent, a seven- 
year high. The positive job 
number shocked 
economists, who had an¬ 
ticipated, on average, a 
loss of about 50,000 jobs. 

But economists warned 
the jobless report should 
be taken with a grain of 
salt. Statistics Canada 
chalked up the overall 
gain to an influx of 37,000 
people in the self- 
employed categoiy. 

“It’s probably safe to say 
that a large portion of this 
was likely those who were 
laid off and forced into 
self-employment,” Toronto 
Dominion Bank economist 
Diana Petramala wrote in 
a research note. 

One glimmer of hope 
was that job losses among 
employees amounted to 
only 1,100. The public sec¬ 
tor added 9,300 jobs, while 
the private sector shed

to broadcast the English 
game. 

Meanwhile, Rogers Sport- 
snet announced it would 
not cover two of the Nu- 
trilite Voyageurs Cup games. 

It’s passing on the most- 
anticipated domestic game 
of the year, as Montreal 
takes on Toronto Wednes¬ 
day, to throw the full weight 
of Sportsnet behind the 
team it owns, the Toronto 
Blue Jays. 

Toronto FC Director of 
Business Operations Paul 
Beime confirmed that the 
match will only be broad¬ 
cast on the TFC website. 

It speaks to how far the 
club is willing to go for cov¬ 
erage, but also to the need 
for a dedicated channel. 

Toronto FC purchased a 
controlling stake in the soc¬ 
cer channel GOLTV last year 
and have broadcast a few 
games on it this season. 

Canadian fans, who shell 
out $15 a month for Setanta, 
have shown they are willing 
to pay more for a broadcast¬ 
er that provides accurate 
and consistent coverage. 

If other stations aren’t 
willing to provide that, the 
same can be assumed for 
the domestic side of the ball.

In her search for great dance music, Melleny Melody led DeadmauS to a Juno

Melleny Melody has the 
voice of a Care Bear, the 
stage presence of a star 
and the business know¬ 
how it takes to run one of 
Canada’s premier 
electronic and dance mu¬ 
sic labels. 

Melody is the multi-tal¬ 
ented performer, song¬ 
writer and founder of Play 
Records who is perhaps 
most identifiable as the 
person who discovered 
world-renowned DJ-pro- 
ducer Deadmau5 (pro¬ 
nounced “dead mouse”). 

She’s also had a fasci¬ 
natingly varied career per¬ 
forming as her alter-ego, 
Mellefresh, creating her 
own music and even 
working as a voice actor 
on the hit children’s show 
The Care Bears — listen 
closely to Cheer Bear or 
Baby Tugs and you’ll hear 
Melody’s trademark bub¬ 
bly timbre. 

Most importantly 
though, Melody has sue 
cessfully helmed her own 
music label to the top of 
an industry frequently led 
by men. 

“There’s very few 


women label owners in 
the music business. It’s 
good for you if you can es¬ 
tablish yourself and keep 
a presence,” Melody said. 

Melody launched Play 
Records in 1996 and has 
since expanded the label 
into a digital-only division 
(Play Digital) as well as 
the more mainstream- 
friendly sub-label YALP 
Records, with close to 30 
individual artists and 
more than 250 wholly 
owned tracks in the entire 
Play roster. The label has 
also licensed music to hit 
television shows Queer as 
Folk and The L Word as 
well as commercial spots 
for Aveda, Kellogg’s and 
7-Up. 

Running the label has 
had its challenges but 
Melody says her love for 
music has made pushing 
through all the difficult 
times worth it, especially 


with Play’s growing suc¬ 
cess. 

“I’ve always put my 
own money into this — I 
probably owe myself a 
million dollars. You have 
to do this for the love. 
Longevity is going to tell 
the tale of whether you’re 
worth it in the end,” she 
said. 

Melody first discovered 
Deadmau5 (real name Joel 
Zimmerman) in 2004 and 
convinced him to move 
from Niagara Falls, Ont., 
to Toronto where the pair 
started collaborating on 
tracks. Since then, Dead- 
mau5’s career has sky¬ 
rocketed with the 28-year- 
old phenom having won a 
2008 Juno for Best Dance 
Recording for “All U Ever 
Want” with Billie Newton- 
Davis while being nomi¬ 
nated in the same year on 
the track “After Hours” 
with vocals performed 


and written by Melody. 

Collaborating with 
artists is one of the best 
parts of her job, Melody 
says, and in the end all 
she wants to do is find 


great artists and create 
music that is worth listen¬ 
ing to. 

“I just want to do good 
dance music — I want to 
do music that gets you up 


off your ass and is playful, 
happy music. I want to 
keep on finding exciting 
new talent more than 
anything. My door is al¬ 
ways open,” Melody said. 


Got an accent? Talk too fast? Talk to Jay Miller 



ay Miller’s early years 
were spent doing two 
things. Singing. Mainly 
in church choirs in the 
Mennonite communi¬ 
ty in Maryland where he 
grew up. 

And helping people. He 
worked at a school for chil¬ 
dren with special needs and 
as an administrative assis¬ 
tant for a religious organi¬ 
zation. He also worked as a 
carpenter, a builder and a 
baker. 

Miller was in his early 30s 
— he’s now 48 — when he 
did some career coun¬

selling and the idea of 
speech therapy came up. It 
blended his knowledge of 
the voice and his desire to 
give help others. 

He took an undergradu¬ 
ate degree in speech lan¬ 
guage and hearing science 
at Temple University in 
Philadelphia. While his 
classmates went on to fur¬ 
ther study in therapeutic 
work, he realized he’d yet 
to find the perfect career. 
“It was clear to me my in¬ 
terest in voice was more 
artistic than clinical. I was 
interested in working with 
normal voices, not sick 
voices.” 

A professor suggested the 
master’s program at York 
University in theatre, 
where he could get a diplo¬ 
ma in voice teaching at the 
same time. So, Miller came 
to Canada, and found him¬ 
self studying theatre. “The 


acting part was odd,” he ad¬ 
mits. 

But Miller excelled at the 
voice work and went on to 
do contract teaching at 
York at Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty in Halifax. But it wasn’t 
what he really wanted to 
do. 

“I finally decided to get 
serious and started a pri¬ 
vate practice and focus my 


attention on business and 
professional clients. And 
the rest is histoiy.” 

While Miller found teach¬ 
ing large classes exhaust¬ 
ing, he’s invigorated by his 
hour-long one-on-one ses¬ 
sions with clients. People 
come to him to get rid of ac¬ 
cents (a big part of his early 
work in private practice), 
learn to speak more slowly, 


or make their voices lower, 
stronger, less raspy or less 
nasal. 

Most clients come for be¬ 
tween a month and three 
months, and begin with a 
month of Miller’s basic 
voice and speech program. 
This involves not only 
speaking, but also stretch¬ 
ing, moving and breathing

“The glory of being a 
writer/’ says Chuck Palah¬ 
niuk, “is that when you 
mess up really badly, 
you’re able to transform it 
into something that works 
out.” 

The Fight Club author is 
referring to a faux pas he 
made on German national 
radio a few years back: Es¬ 
chewing the services of a 
translator, he accidentally 
conflated two German 
verbs and ended up offend¬ 
ing an entire national listen¬ 
ing audience. 

“The publicist who was 
accompanying me was just 
furious,” he recalls. “She 
told me that I had said ‘I’m 
sony I have gassed so many 
German people to death.’ 
And that I had apparently 


said it several times.” 

The eponymous narrator 
of Pygmy is similarly lost 
in translation: The novel is 
told from the point of view 
(and the fractured syntax) 
of a thirteen-year-old boy 
from an unnamed totali¬ 
tarian state who has come 
to America as part of an 
elaborate terrorist plot. 
Pygmy’s plan to explode 
his new home bumps up 
against his burgeoning af¬ 
fection for his new foster 
sister, a development that 
enables Palahniuk to de¬ 
ploy some slyly double¬ 
sided satire; for Pygmy, 
America may be a “hive of 
corruption” but it’s also a 
space of great temptation. 

“I wanted to make fun of 
people who are rah-rah su¬ 
per patriots and who think 
that the country can do no 
wrong, while also covering 
the people who think that 


America is the most evil 
entity on Earth, like the 
Devil Incarnate,” says 
Palahniuk. 

“Whether you’re talking 
about George W. Bush or 
Michael Moore, there’s an 


incredible self-obsession. 
You know: ‘We’re the best!’ 
Or: ‘We’re the worst!’ Either 
way, it’s still all about us, 
right? Those extremes just 
irritate the hell out of me.” 
Palahniuk knows all 


about his extremes: He’s 
been praised and con¬ 
demned in the past for 
pushing the envelope with 
regards to content, and 
Pygmy is perhaps his most 
aggressive provocation yet, 
its sex and violence ren¬ 
dered somehow more vis¬ 
ceral via its narrator’s frac¬ 
tured syntax. Not that this 
was necessarily foremost 
on the author’s mind: 
“My goal,” explains Palah¬ 
niuk, “was actually to 
make the ‘ordinary stuff’ 
special. Everybody knows 
what a Wal-Mart is or 
what a Mega Church is, so 
it was about reinventing 
them, so that we see them 
again, with Pygmy. And it 
also takes back a sense of 
confidence from the read¬ 
er. They have to stay in the 
present moment, because 
they’re always in an act of 
translation.”

Curried Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) chicken or 
vegetable stock 

1 medium onion 

2 cloves garlic 

3 tbsp (45 ml) canola oil 

3 tbsp (45 ml) all-purpose flour 
2 tbsp (25 ml) mild curiy pow¬ 
der 

1 1/2 lb (680 g) boneless, skin¬ 
less chicken breasts 

Small handful of cilantro 

2 tbsp (25 ml) seedless raisins 

3 tbsp (45 ml) (25g) flaked al¬ 
monds 

1/2 lemon 

2 tbsp (25 ml) natural yogurt 
2 tbsp (25 ml) heavy cream 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put stock on to boil. Peel 
and chop onion and garlic: fry 
gently in oil in large frying 
pan until soft, 5 minutes. 

2. Mix flour and curry powder 
in large bowl, then cut chick¬ 
en into 1-in. (2.5-cm) cubes 
and toss in mixture until 
evenly coated. Add chicken 


and flour mixture to pan and 
fry, stirring, 3 minutes. 

3. Rinse, dry and chop enough 
cilantro to give 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
and reserve some to garnish. 
Add rest to chicken with 
raisins and hot stock. Bring to 
boil, stirring, then reduce heat 
and simmer 10 minutes. 

4. Toast almonds in dry flying 
pan. Squeeze juice from 
lemon and set aside. 

5. When chicken is cooked, re¬ 
move pan from heat and stir 
in almonds, lemon juice, yo¬ 
gurt, cream, and salt and pep¬ 
per to taste. Reheat gently, 
without boiling. Garnish with 
reserved cilantro and serve 
with rice.
